Can roadside 
billboards help 
solve a murder?

Police are hoping two new bill¬ 
boards in Leduc County will 
provide more leads for an un¬ 
solved homicide. 

The billboards feature a 
picture of Amber Alyssa Tuc¬ 
caro, who went missing back in 
August 2010. They also ask, 
“Have you heard the voice?” in 
hopes tips from nearby drivers 
will help identify a man heard 
in a cellphone conversation 
with Tuccaro released by Pro¬ 
ject RARE members as part of 
the investigation. 


“It’s really just an appeal to 
the public to take the time to go 
listen to the voice on the web¬ 
site. We’re doing eveiything 
we can to help the family out 
and move the investigation for¬ 
ward,” said Cpl. J.P. Zenlco with 
Project RARE. 

This isn’t the first time a bill¬ 
board has been used in a mur¬ 
der investigation, with several 
other cases also making use of 
public visibility. In this case, 
police want the billboards — 
located on Airport Road and 
Highway 814, as well as south 
of Nisku — to attract the atten¬ 
tion of drivers heading into the 
Nisku industrial area daily. 

Tuccaro was last seen in 
Nisku back in 2010, with her 
remains found two years later 
by horseback riders on a rural 
property in Leduc County. 

The 20-year-old’s family said 
they are still devastated with

the loss of a daughter and sister 
and want to see justice done. 

“I believe in what goes 
around comes around and who¬ 
ever did this, it’ll come back to 
him. I can’t wait for the day that 
it does happen, whether it’s in 
the courtroom ... I just want to 
find justice for my sister,” said 
Paul Tuccaro, Amber’s brother. 

Police say the release of 
the audio recording earlier in 
the investigation did gener¬ 
ate some tips, something they 
hope the billboards will also do.

Crown asks for 
life sentence in 
man’s‘horrific’ 
run from law 

William Bicknell vowed 
he wasn’t going back to 
prison. 

The convicted killer 
made his escape while 
on an escorted pass from 
Drumheller Institution in 
southern Alberta in March 
2011. On the ride back 
from visiting his sister in 
Edmonton, he feigned a 
heart attack, pulled out 
a knife and overpowered 
the lone guard who was 
driving. 

At various times over 
the next 10 days, Bicknell 
held the guard and three 
other people hostage. 

His run for freedom 
eventually ended in a car 
chase and gun battle with 
RCMP. He was shot twice in 
the head, but survived. 

On Tuesday, the 45-year- 
old pleaded guilty to 14 
charges, including unlawful 
confinement, escaping 
lawful custody, robbeiy and 
weapons offences. 

“I truly believed I was 
going to be murdered,” 
guard Darryl Steeves told 
the judge in a victim im¬ 
pact statement. 

Steeves said he has 
witnessed riots, murders 
and beatings in prison 
but never felt such loss of 
control as when Bicknell 
overtook him that day. 

The Crown, calling it a 
“horrific series of crimes,” 
asked that Bicknell receive 
a life sentence on all 
charges, with no chance 
of parole for 10 years. The 
defence told the judge Bick¬ 
nell hadn’t physically hurt 
his victims and suggested a 
14- to 16-year term. 

Justice Eric Macklin said 
he would decide Wednes¬ 
day. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Thursday, Samuel Villamuez 
awoke in an abandoned bus 
in a parking lot, according to 
his father Andres. 

The Grade 2 student then 
had to use the door handle to 
leave the bus and find help. 

With several questions 
as to how this could hap¬ 
pen, Andres Villamuez said 
he was told conflicting stor¬ 
ies from Golden Arrow as to 
what actually happened that 
day. 

The bus company con¬ 
tacted the father almost an 
hour after Samuel was ori¬ 
ginally supposed to be home, 
saying “the school bus driver 
forgot to stop at your home.”

A day later, Villamuez 
said, he was told by school 
officials that the bus driver 
in fact had found his son 
and took him back home, as 
stated in an email from the 
contracted bus company. 

An Edmonton Catholic 
Schools spokesperson said 
the whole incident goes 
against school procedures, 
which dictate bus drivers 


have to walk to the back “to 
ensure that no students have 
been left on the bus.” 

“That procedure was ob¬ 
viously not followed,” said 
Lori Nagy. 

Golden Arrow was not 
available for comment be¬ 
fore press time. 

The incident is still being 
investigated by school offi¬ 
cials.

Edmontonians to fight for survival in zombie event 


Funding hike. Proposed 
increase would see more 
frequent deployments 



Edmonton police are hoping 
to lend new resources to their 
very successful Community Ac¬ 
tion Team (CAT) deployments. 

As part of its budget request, 
the force is proposing six new 
officers assigned permanently 
to CAT deployments. 

Deputy Chief Brian Simpson 
said the teams have been really 
effective any time they have 
been used. 

“We have had 26 deploy¬ 
ments to date with the CAT and 
in that time frame, we have 
seen over 150 arrests and over 
2,400 warrants executed and 58 
summons issued,” he said. 

Simpson said those num¬ 
bers are encouraging, but the 
biggest benefit from the CAT 
deployments is the interactions 
police get to have with people 
in their neighbourhood.

Budget requests 


In total, EPS is looking to 
add 35 new positions and 
proposes to have its budget 
rise by $ 7.1 million. 


“The bigger piece is we have 
also seen 42,000 public inter¬ 
actions where we have had an 
opportunity to speak to the 
community,” he said. 

He said the new officers 
would help co-ordinate large- 
scale CAT deployments and 
conduct smaller ones more 
often. 

Murray Davison, executive 
director of the Old Strathcona 
Business Association, said the 
deployments in Old Strathcona 
have been great. 

“It is a big part of our com¬ 
munity policing efforts and 
what it really does is it allows 
us to set the tone,” he said. 

Davison said the deploy¬ 
ments also have measurable 
impacts. “Our crime statistics 
go down and we see a lot of 
impact well after the event, so 
it is not just the night of.” 


Do you have what it takes to 
survive a zombie apocalypse? 
Edmontonians will get a 
chance to test their skills this 
Februaiy. 

As part of a live-action zom¬ 
bie submersion event, partici¬ 
pants will have to act out their 
designated character and fight

weapon. 

With 300 people expected 
to participate, the Stay Dead 
event will start off with only a 
handful of costumed zombies, 
but as people travel through 
the environment, more people 
will be lost to the undead 


horde, until there is only one 
left standing. 

Creator and event man¬ 
ager Marlc-Anthony Howards- 
Stones brought the idea to 
Edmonton after hosting three 
international events. He want¬ 
ed to host an event that would 
not only scare people but feel 
more lifelike than a smaller- 


scale event. 

“It’s going to be as realistic 
as you would ever want to get 
to it,” said Howards-Stones. 

Organizers say once a par¬ 
ticipant is bit by a zombie, they 
are then turned into a member 
of the undead, makeup and all. 

“It’s simply to give an awe¬ 
some experience to people and 


for people to enjoy it,” he said. 

The Februaiy event will 
be 18 years or older, with a 
second day event planned for 
people 16 years or older. 

The event costs $150 for 
players and $80 for zombies.

Union president 


The University of Alberta Stu¬ 
dents’ Union sees a big rise in 
tuition for international stu¬ 
dents next year. 


Student Union President 
Petros Kusmu said through 
the school’s tuition advisoiy 
committee, they have been 
told international students 
will be paying a lot more 
come next fall. 

“We’ll see a five per cent 
increase and especially for 
those who are in programs 
such as business, pharmacy, 
engineering they will see 
even higher increases,” he 


said. 

Kusmu said for a phar¬ 
macy student that could 
mean an additional $1,700 on 
their tuition bill next year. 

He said the increase is leav¬ 
ing a sour taste in the mouths 
of international students. 

“What we are hearing 
from international students 
is they feel like they are being 
treated as cash cows,” he said. 

Kusmu said international 


students already pay substan¬ 
tially more and there are few¬ 
er scholarships and bursaries 
for them to apply to. 

“At the end of the day 
international students are ex¬ 
pected to foot the bill more,” 
he said. 

The University of Alberta 
was unable to provide some¬ 
one to speak to the issue be¬ 
fore press time.

Keystone XL Premier says 
trip to D.C. to promote 
pipeline went well 


Premier Alison Redford says 
she senses a shift in discus¬ 
sions with some U.S. govern¬ 
ment officials about the pro¬ 
posed Keystone XL oilsands 
pipeline. 

After her fifth trip to 
Washington, D.C., Tuesday to 
lobby for the project, Redford 
says some people there are 
starting to appreciate that 
shipping bitumen by rail gen¬ 
erates more greenhouse gases 
than shipping it by pipeline. 

Redford says she met with 
U.S. State Department offi¬ 
cials as well as members of 
Congress and the Senate and 
the talks went veiy well. 

She says she continued to 
promote Alberta’s environ¬ 
mental record, including 
carbon capture and storage 
projects and new land use 
policies. 

Some Americans say the 
Keystone XL pipeline would 
reduce U.S. reliance on crude 
imports from unfriendly 
countries and create jobs, 
but others argue the environ¬ 
mental risks are too high. 

TransCanada Corp. filed 
its Keystone XL proposal 
more than five years ago and 
expects a decision will be 
made soon. 


“I actually feel that the dis¬ 
cussion that I have been able 
to have with people, some of 
whom I have met before who 
are following this closely and 
some who I have met for the 
first time, leads me to believe 
that people are really fully 
seized with these issues, have 
understood the discussion 
that we have been trying to 
have out of Alberta and that 
it is going very well,” she said 
Tuesday. 

The $5.4-billion US Key¬ 
stone project would ship bitu¬ 
men from Alberta’s oilsands 
to refineries on the U.S. Gulf 
Coast. 

Redford suggested she was 
encouraged by the discus¬ 
sions in the U.S. capital about 
shipping crude derived from 
the oilsands by pipeline ver¬ 
sus by rail. 

“A lot of that product is 
being transported by rail 
at the moment, and that is 
something that is receiving 
quite a bit of attention in the 
United States, partly because 
we know that transportation 
by rail leads to higher green¬ 
house gas emissions than 
a pipeline would,” Redford 
said.

Truck owner Kara Fenske 
said if they win they will be 
using the prize for an expan¬ 
sion, adding a smaller food 
cart to go along with their 
current truck. 

“It would just be a cart, 
not another truck, but I don’t 
really want to say what we 
would be serving. That is still 
a secret,” she said. 

She said their current 
business works, but it would 
be nice to be able to be more 
flexible. 

“The truck is mobile but it 
is large so it costs a lot to run. 
This one would make it more 
flexible for us.”

Technology has made things 
like these EEG-type headsets 
available commercially, so 
developers can create applica¬ 
tions for existing hardware.” 

Cadieux points to the use 
of similar technology with 
paraplegics, who can move a 
wheelchair with a brain-sensor 
headset. 

He says using hardware this 
way is a logical next step in the 
ever-morphing gaming indus¬ 
try. 

Co-creator Winski calls the 
now 10-minute game tricky, 
but one that teaches focus at 
a time when life is all about 
multi-tasking.

Feds compensate 
Alberta $2.8B for 
its flood claims 



Ottawa has earmarked $2.8 
billion to pay for Alberta’s 
flood recovery costs. 

Federal Employment 
Minister Jason Kenney 
told reporters Tuesday the 
amount is 90 per cent of the 
$3.1 billion in claims that 
the province submitted fol¬ 
lowing devastating floods 
that hit southern Alberta in 
June. 

The federal government 
reimburses provinces for up 
to 90 per cent of approved 
claims under the disaster as¬ 
sistance agreement between 
Ottawa and the provinces. 

“Big picture? This is go¬ 
ing to be a huge, huge fed¬ 
eral fiscal commitment to 
post-flood reconstruction ef¬ 
forts in Alberta and the $2.8 
billion I do not anticipate 
that will be the end of it,” 
Kenney said. 

“I do anticipate Alberta 
will be coming back with 
additional information and 


eligible expenses and we’re 
prepared to respond to those 
accordingly.” 

Severe flooding in south¬ 
ern Alberta forced thou¬ 
sands of people from their 
homes and devastated the 


Town of High River. Calgary 
and some other commun¬ 
ities also suffered serious 
damage. 

Kenney says the number 
isn’t written in stone.

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Artist explains bizarre Moscow protest

The performance artist who 
was arrested after stripping 
naked and nailing his scro¬ 
tum to the cobblestones of 
Red Square has been released. 
Pyotr Pavlensky, 29, drove a 
nail through his genitals on 
Sunday while sitting on Rus¬ 
sia’s most famous square be¬ 


fore police took him to the 
hospital and then to custody. 
A court dismissed charges 
of “petty hooliganism” and 
released him Monday. Metro 
spoke with Pavlensky to find 
out how he managed to per¬ 
form his stunt. 

Q: How did you pull this stunt 
before they could stop you? 

A: I understood that there is 
surveillance everywhere. But 


I had an advantage because 
every other illegal protest on 
Red Square has people wav¬ 
ing flags and is very visible. 
The police can react on such 
things. 

Q: What was the message 
behind your performance? 

A: I heard that when conditions 
are bad in prison, convicts drive 
nails into their bodies. To this I 
added an act of humility be¬ 


fore my countiy. What I mean 
is that people find what is ex¬ 
cessive, on what nails them 
but they do nothing. It makes 
them feel helpless. 

Q: Did you speak with 
doctors about the possible 
consequences of such per¬ 
formance? 

A: I didn’t notice any conse¬ 
quences to my health. You 
know, I didn’t tiy to nail my 


eye! When I was nailing my tes¬ 
ticles I wasn’t scared at all, but 
when I was preparing (for the 
stunt), I was. All the fears and 
phobias doubled up. 

Q: How did you prepare? 

A: I thought about my clothes. 
And I tried to undress quickly. I 
had to be sure that I could take 
off my clothes in 40 seconds. 
Otherwise, the stunt could 
fail.

Spanish woman sues 
piano-playing neighbour 


To most people, noise pollution 
is a jet engine roaring over their 
head. For one Spanish woman, 
it was a neighbour practising 
piano. 

The woman has taken her 
neighbours in the apartment 
below — a 27-year-old pianist 
and her parents — to court. 
Now prosecutors want to send 
all three to jail for over seven 
years on charges of psycho¬ 
logical damage and noise 
pollution. 

Neighbours often complain 
about street and bar noise in 
Spain, but prosecutors seeking 
jail time for someone playing 


the piano is unheard of — es¬ 
pecially since that musician 
is now a professional concert 
pianist. 

At the trial in the northeast¬ 
ern city of Gerona, Sonia Bosom 
claimed she suffered noise pol¬ 
lution from 2003 to 2007 due to 
the five-days-a-weelc, eight-hour 
practice sessions of Laia Martin. 

Martin, 27, denies that she 
played at home that often. 

On Monday, the El Pais news¬ 
paper reported that Bosom told 
the court she now hates pianos 
so much she can’t even stand to 
see them in a film.

Students at Calgaiy’s Mount 
Royal University have come 
under intense scrutiny after 
planning to distribute up to 
1,000 condoms with the mes¬ 
sage “Anonymously get inside” 
on them. 

Those most bothered by 
the initiative, steered by ad¬ 
ministrators with the MRU 
Confessions Faceboolc page, 
are alleging it “promotes rape 
culture” and are demanding an 
apology. 

While the moderators of 
the page said Tuesday they 
intend to solicit a new slogan 
from one of nearly 7,000 fol¬ 


lowers of their Faceboolc page, 
they maintained the condoms 
were meant as an “innocent 
joke.” 

“We weren’t made aware 
of the gravity of it until people 
started mentioning it to us pub¬ 
licly.... I’ll say that, on our part, 
maybe we should have thought 
it through,” said one man, who 
identified himself as “Admin2.” 

Tensions at Mount Royal’s 
campus came to a head after 


an opinion piece was published 
by staff with the student news¬ 
paper, The Reflector, which 
deemed the condoms “border¬ 
line rape paraphernalia.” 

The Faceboolc page’s ad¬ 
ministrators dismissed those 
claims as “absurd,” and said the 
slogan was a play on an event 
called “Masked Anonymous” 
they hosted for Mount Royal 
students in October.

Laval, Que. Three girls 
suffer minor injuries after 
car crashes into daycare 


Three young girls escaped 
with minor injuries Tuesday 
after a car smashed through 
the plate-glass window of the 
daycare centre they attended 
and came to rest in a play area.

Philippines 
aid efforts 
pick up, but 
needs unmet 


Tadoban. The city of 
220,000 bore the full 
force of the winds 
and the tsunami-like 
storm surges Friday 


Relief operations in this 
typhoon-devastated region 
of the Philippines picked up 
pace Wednesday, but the min¬ 
imal amounts of water, food 
and medical supplies reach¬ 
ing the hardest-hit areas were 
causing increasingly desper¬ 
ate survivors to take matters 
into their own hands. 

In the first reported deaths 
as a result of looting, eight 
people were crushed to death 
when a wall collapsed as 
they and thousands of others 
stormed a rice warehouse 
on Leyte Island, the worst- 
hit region by Friday’s storm, 
said National Food Authority 
spokesman Rex Estoperez. 

The looters in Alangalang 
municipality Tuesday carted 
away up to 100,000 sacks of 
rice, he said. 

Since the storm, people 
have broken into homes, 
malls and garages, where they 
have stripped the shelves of 
food, water and other goods. 
Authorities have struggled to 
stop the looting. There have 
been unconfirmed reports 
of armed gangs involved in 
some instances. 

The incident shows the 
urgency in getting food and 
water distributed to the disas¬ 
ter zone. 

Aviation authorities said 
two more airports in the re¬ 
gion had reopened, allowing 
for more aid flights. 


U.S. Brig Gen. Paul Ken¬ 
nedy said that later Wednes¬ 
day his troops would install 
equipment at Tacloban air¬ 
port to allow planes to land 
at night. Tacloban city was 
almost completely destroyed 
in Friday’s typhoon and has 
become the main relief hub. 

The damaged airport on 
Tacloban, a coastal city of 
220,000, houses makeshift 
clinics and thousands of 
people looking for a flight 
out. A doctor here said sup¬ 
plies of antibiotics and anes¬ 
thetics arrived Tuesday for 
the first time. 

“Until then, patients had 
to endure the pain,” said Dr. 
Victoriano Sambale.

stickers that say “Recycle 


Your Butts Here” TerraCycle 
founder Tom Szalcy said 
Monday. 

Staff from Downtown 
Eastside non-profits EM¬ 
BERS and United We Can 
will collect the butts, with 
the bottle depot shipping 
the waste to TerraCycle for 
processing into industrial 
plastics. 

TerraCycle is funding the 
pilot with the goal of repli¬ 
cating the program around 
the world. 

“Vancouver was the 
first city, so we wanted to 
invest in it to make it hap¬ 
pen,” Szalcy said. Two major 
American cities are already 
looking at copying the idea, 
he added. 

The city will conduct “lit¬ 
ter audits” before and after 
the bins were installed to 
see if cigarette waste actual¬ 
ly decreases.

Someone named Doriana Silva claims she 
wrote 1,000 fake profiles in three weeks, so 
many that she came down with severe carpal tunnel syndrome, 
and is now suing the website for $20 million US for damages. 

There’s no honour among cheats, apparently. 

Ashley Madison is owned by Toronto businessman Noel Bi-

derman, who is worth $100 million US accord¬ 
ing to CelebrityNetWorth.com, mainly on the 
strength ofAshleyMadison.com. There is no ac¬ 
tual Ashley Madison, but that hasn’t stopped 
over 17 million people from trying to hook up 
with her. 

Biderman told Barbara Walters on The View 
that the reason the site is so popular is that it fo¬ 
cuses on the needs of adult female cheetahs — 
and nothing attracts a male of the species more 
than a female of the same species. 

So it’s important that Ashleymadison.etc is 
fully stocked with attractive adult female chee¬ 
tahs, even if they allegedly have to make up so 
many fakes that the profilers sustain $20 mil- 
lion injuries. 

Faced with Ms. Silva’s not-so-shoclcing revelation, Ashley¬ 
madison.etc is crying foul, contending that it’s “100 per cent au¬ 
thentic” and the company “won’t give in to extortion.” It also 
sent Business Insider pics of Doriana, taken from her Faceboolc 


page, riding a jet ski and playing the bongos, all taken since she 
retired in alleged pain from writing fake profiles. 

You have to wonder about someone who sues her employer 
for damage to her wrists, then turns around and posts photos of 
herself engaging in activities that require healthy wrists.

Her sound 
was both new and retro. 

Gray is still doing this 
same two-step of one foot in 
the future and one pointing 
to the past with her current 
tour, which takes listeners 
through the full On How Life 
Is album.

Websites like couchsurfing, 
com and airbnb.com are 
seeing increased use by 
travellers anxious to save on 
their accommodation costs 
by skipping hotels and bunk¬ 
ing in with the locals. If you 
are eager to make some extra 
money and wouldn’t mind 
having strangers sleeping in 
your spare room, here’s how 
to get started. 

It costs nothing to sign 
up but ensure you spend 
time making your listing 
enticing to potential guests. 
Keep your title catchy and 
concise. Upload quality 
photos of your space — 
don’t use bluriy cellphone 
snaps. The description of 
your place should include 
details on local attrac¬ 
tions, the neighbourhood 
and information on public 


transit. Fill out the house 
rules section so that your 
guests can understand what 
is expected of them before 
booking. Do they have to 
arrive before dinner? Is it 
lights out after midnight? 
Are pets allowed? Once the 
booking is confirmed, Air- 
bnb does not allow you to 
impose any further rules. 

It is up to you to decide 
how much you charge. To 
get an idea of pricing search 
for similar listings in your 
neighbourhood. You can set 
different prices for nightly, 
weekly and monthly stays, as 
well as seasonal pricing. You 
may want to consider impos¬ 
ing a cleaning fee as part of 
your costs. Airbnb takes a 
three per cent fee for each 
reservation, which they say 
covers the cost of processing 
the transaction. 

Quick and thorough 
communication with 
guests before they arrive is 
essential. Check out their 
profiles and reviews on the 
website to ensure you are 
comfortable welcoming 
them to your home. You 
can always say no, however, 
make sure you respond one 
way or another. 



Brewers toast new liquor laws 



Vancouver. 

Microbrewers get a 
boost as they begin 
to open lounges 


About once a week, Scott Greff 
walks a block and a half from 
where he lives in Vancouver’s 
trendy Main Street district, a 
large glass growler in hand, to a 
small breweiy nestled between 
an otherwise unremarkable 
strip of offices, storage bays and 
auto shops. 

Inside the three-month-old 
tasting room at 33 Acres Brew¬ 
ing Co., Greff can fill up his 
growler with about two litres 
of any of the microbreweiy’s 
three different varieties (his fa¬ 
vourite is 33 Acres of Life, a hy¬ 
brid between a lager and ale). If 
he isn’t in a huny, he can grab a 
glass of beer to stay, like he did 
on this recent fall evening. 

Even on a weeknight, 
the breweiy is teeming with 
people, either saddled up to the 
bar or huddled around several 
tables in a sparsely decorated 
white-coloured tasting room 
that has an almost rustic cafe¬ 


teria feel. Outside, a popular 
food truck sells fish tacos, leav¬ 
ing an aroma of hops and salsa 
hanging in the air. 

There are countless bars and 
restaurants just a few blocks 
away, but instead, Greff is here, 
sipping on a beer that was 
brewed in a production room 
on the other side of the taps. 
“It’s a lot more casual,” says 
Greff. “It’s between a coffee 
shop and a pub. ... And I love 
the idea of a growler ... getting 
it to go.” 

33 Acres is one of a growing 
number of microbreweries and 


distilleries that have opened up 
in recent years as Vancouver 
undergoes something of a craft 
beer renaissance, with more 
than a dozen operations either 
open or expected to open soon, 
largely sprinkled throughout 
the rapidly gentrifying indus¬ 
trial areas that skirt the city’s 
downtown core. 

And the city’s breweries — 
not to mention craft beer afi¬ 
cionados — are about to receive 
a boost, thanks to new liquor 
laws that will allow them to 
open full-scale lounges, serving 
more of their own products on 


site. Up until this year, provin¬ 
cial and municipal liquor laws 
allowed breweries and distiller¬ 
ies to operate scaled-down tast¬ 
ing rooms that allowed custom¬ 
ers to give products a try. They 
could give away all the free 
samples they wanted, but could 
legally only sell each customer 
a single 12-ounce glass before 
cutting them off. 

This past spring, the B.C. 
government updated its legisla¬ 
tion to allow so-called tasting 
lounges, effectively lifting the 
12-ounce cap. The City of Van¬ 
couver, which finalized its up¬ 
dated bylaws in July, says it ex¬ 
pects to eventually hand out at 
least 15 tasting lounge licences 
to local breweries and distillers. 

Josh Michnilc, one of the 
owners of 33 Acres, says there’s 
something special about get¬ 
ting the beer directly from the 
people who make it. 

“I think it’s going that way 
in multiple industries, not just 
craft brewing, but also local 
foods and local craft distilleries 
— local eveiything,” he says. 

“If people can get their prod¬ 
ucts made by their neighbour, 
why wouldn’t you?”

During any semester, you 
will inevitably miss a class 
or two — hopefully not 
more! 

The way you deal with 
missing your classes will 
speak to your character as 
a student, as well as impact 
your final grade in many of 
your classes, either directly 
or indirectly. 

Here is my advice to 
make sure those days you 
just can’t make it don’t 
result in not making the 
grade. 

Before you talk to 
your professor 

Read the syllabus 

Remember that document 
that your professor went 
over during the first class 
while you were only half¬ 
listening? Yep. 

That’s where you’ll find 
the professor’s policy on 
missed classes, as well as 
how it might impact your 
grade. It will also have an 
outline of what was going 
on during the class that you 
missed. 

So, make sure to check 
the syllabus when your 
alarm simply didn’t go off 
or you have that trusty case 
of “food poisoning.” 

Ask around 

After dutifully checking 
the syllabus, move on to 
checking whatever learning 
management system your 
professor and school use, 
like Blackboard, Canvas or 


Moodle. 

Often, professors will 
post the homework or class 
notes there, to be accessed 
by all members of your 
class. 

Next, talk to classmates 
and get the notes from class 
or discuss what happened 
while you were out. 

Get any paperwork 
Often, your reason for mis¬ 
sing class will be legitimate, 
but be sure you can provide 
proper documentation. 

Your professors have 
seen it before: After a suspi¬ 
cious number of grandpar¬ 
ents “die” right around the 
time when major assign¬ 
ments are due, they know 
to ask for documents to sup¬ 
port why you missed class. 

This means anything 
from an official notice 


from the university excus¬ 
ing your absence to a filed 
police report or insurance 
claim from a fender-bender 
that caused your to miss 
school. 

When you talk to 
your professor 

Don’t ask “did I miss any¬ 
thing important?” 

The short answer here is 
that of course you missed 
something important. It 
might not seem like it, but 
a typical 15-weelc, three- 
hours-per-weelc course is 
not a lot of time, and pro¬ 
fessors design their courses 
to maximize the learning 
that can take place. 

Don’t ask “could you 


tell me everything that I 
missed?” 

As a student, you missed 
class, and therefore it is 
your responsibility to do 
everything in your power 
to find out what you missed 
before asking the professor. 
Many professors hold class 
without lectures and prefer 
to engage in class discus¬ 
sion or in-class work. An 
email that requires that a 
professor re-hash the class 
for you will not endear you 
to them — and it probably 
won’t happen. 

Don’t ask “is it okay if I 
miss class for_rea¬ 

son?” 

Sometimes, you will know 
in advance that you will 
need to miss class — that 
happens. Asking if you can 


miss class if you’re already 
going to miss it anyway 
won’t endear you to any 
professor because it won’t 
make a bit of difference if 
he or she says no. If you 
have a legitimate excuse, 
then it doesn’t matter what 
the professor says. If you 
do not have a legitimate 
excuse, asking permission 
uses up the time and resour¬ 
ces of your professor with¬ 
out reason. 

Don’t overshare 

There is no need for a blow- 
by-blow account of your 
gallbladder surgery or the 
intimate details of your 
family dynamics that are 
keeping you from attending 
class. Keep your reasons 
simple and on a need-to- 
lcnow basis. 


Reach out to teach 


Here’s a sample email to 
send to your professor 
when you miss a class: 


• Dear Professor So-and-So: 

I am in your [insert class 
name and time] and I will 
be missing this [day of the 
weekfs class on [insert 
topic here — it will say in 
the syllabus]. I will have 
proper documentation 
from the university that 
I can show you during 
the following class OR I 
understand that this will 
impact my grade in [insert 
consequence — again, it 
will be in the syllabus]. I 
have already spoken with 
[name of classmate] about 
getting his notes, and I will 
be sure to do the reading/ 
homework as well. I will 
also come and talk to you 
during your office hours 
about any specific ques¬ 
tions about the content of 
the reading or homework. 
Thank you, [your name] 



Don’t let reasons become 
excuses 

Missing one class because 
your alarm didn’t go off is 
one thing; missing half a 
semester for the same rea¬ 
son is entirely different. 
Unexpected things will al¬ 
ways come to pass, but as 
a student there are things 
you can control, or rather, 
there are things that often 
get out of control. Control 
the things you can, so that 
when legitimate reasons for 
missing a class come up, 
you are in a position that it 
won’t matter as much.

Regardless of your industry of 
choice, chances are there’s a 
career fair that matches your 
interests. 

Attending a career fair can 
be a good way to complement 
your online research and net¬ 
working and there’s no harm 
in showing up when employ¬ 
ers are coming to meet individ¬ 
uals just like you. 

Where do I find out about 
these fairs? 

On campus: If you’re a student, 
you’re in luck! Campus recruit¬ 


ers visit career fairs to hire stu¬ 
dents like yourself. Check your 
career centre’s website, online 
calendar or visit their office at 
the beginning of the term. 

Community listings: Com¬ 
munity job fairs happen all 
year. Check city or commun¬ 
ity event listings online. Keep 
a lookout for industiy or com¬ 
pany specific job fairs in your 
area as well. A quick search 
can reveal wonders. 

Planning ahead 

Think about it like a market¬ 


ing campaign. What’s your 
purpose? What kind of job or 
company are you looking for? 
What are you trying to learn? 
Having a purpose will guide 
your visit. 

The first thing you should 
look for is an online employer 
fisting. Knowing which com¬ 
panies will attend can deter¬ 
mine if a particular fair is 
worth your time.

What do I bring? 


Resumes/cover letters: Bring a 
few copies in a small folder or 
bag.

References: Keep your refer¬ 
ences tucked away with your 
resume and cover letters. On 
the spot interviews can hap¬ 
pen anytime or company reps 
might scan your resume and 
ask for references.

Have tools for jotting notes, 
contact information and help¬ 
ful details. 

Pen: Make sure you have one 
that works. 

Business cards: It’s a great way 
to give out your contact infor¬ 
mation in quick meeting set¬ 
tings. 

What do I wear? 

Most career and job fairs have 
a business casual dress code. 
You want to make a good im¬ 
pression, but don’t overdo it. 
Contact the organizer or look 
at past event photos if you 
aren’t sure what the proper 
dress code is. 

Listen 

Make sure you put yourself 
out there, but don’t talk more 
than you listen. The employer 
might answer questions before 
you ask them. Other people 
may ask questions that the 
representative will answer on 
the spot. Let other people ask 
the common questions and 
save your energy for engaging 
conversation.

So we said, “We are 
growing and it’s time to create 
the kind of space representa¬ 
tive of who we are — with the 
ability to share ideas and pro¬ 
mote creativity.” 

We worked with figure3 In¬ 
terior Design and in one of our 
meetings with them our CEO 
said, “I think we need to lose 
it.” I said, “Lose what?” He said, 
“The walls and our offices, the 
three private offices.” I thought 
about it and it was a compelling 
idea. 

What effect does this have on 


you and the employees? 

When people first saw the floor 
plan, there was some trepida¬ 
tion. Some people had 20 to 
30 years working in an office, 
and now they had to downsize. 
Afterwards we waited weeks 
for people to complain and not 
much came. 

We’ve all had to learn to 
work a bit differently, but the 
trade off has been a more col¬ 
laborative environment. People 
see each other more now. 
Employees from different de¬ 
partments — from finance to 
research — know each other 
personally. It’s easier to find 
people, easier to approach 
people at their desks. There are 
still areas in the office for pri¬ 
vate work if you need to focus 
more, metro

As entertaining as shootouts 
can be, having them play a 
meaningful role in playoff 
races is not something the NHL 
wants. 

So after 40 of the season’s 
first 262 games went to a shoot¬ 
out, the league’s general man¬ 
agers discussed at length the 
possibility of extending over¬ 
time Tuesday during their an¬ 
nual meeting following Hockey 
Hall of Fame induction night. 
Fighting, hybrid icing and the 
playoff format also came up. 

GMs have been discussing 


making overtime 10 minutes 
to cut down on shootouts “to 
some degree,” according to 
Ken Holland of the Detroit Red 
Wings, but there isn’t a con¬ 
sensus yet on which format to 
adopt. Holland would prefer 
five minutes of 4-on-4 followed 
by five minutes of 3-on-3, while 
Doug Armstrong of the St. Louis 
Blues and others want simply 
10 minutes of 4-on-4. 

“I like the idea of the games 
being decided prior to the 
shootout, and if we had to ex¬ 
tend 4-on-4 play I would under¬ 


stand that,” Armstrong said. 

Fighting is routinely on 
the agenda at these meetings, 
though Montreal’s George 
Parros suffering a concussion 
on opening night as a result of 
a fall after fighting Toronto’s 
Colton Orr has made it more of 
a hot topic for those outside the 
industry.

Review. It’s looking like 
an early Christmas for 
Toyota fans

For a small car, the Corolla has 
some big numbers to tout. Like 
the fact that in 47 years, Toyota 
has sold more than 40 million 
of them and currently operates 
16 factories worldwide that 
supply Corollas to 154 coun¬ 
tries. 

The all-new llth-generation 
North American sedan comes 
on strong with style — especial¬ 
ly from the windshield forward 
— that its broad base of cus¬ 
tomers are not used to seeing. 
Nothing too radical, mind you, 
but just enough design drama 
to cause some politely muffled 
oohs and ahs (see above right). 

The distance between the 
front and rear wheels has 
increased by a whopping 10 
centimetres, rivalling the cur¬ 
rent segment space champ 
Dodge Dart. 

Note that both the Dart and 
Corolla are virtually dead-heat- 
even for interior volume and 
could almost pass for mid-siz¬ 
ers. The added space between 
the wheels improves front and 
rear legroom slightly, which is 
welcome in any small car. 

Interior styling has im¬ 
proved, but in a conservative 
way that differs from the Cor¬ 
olla’s more daring competitors. 
Still, the clearly marked gauges 
and switches are logically 
placed and easy to decipher. 

It’s only when you check 
under the hood that a sense 


of deja vu really kicks in. A 
132-horsepower four-cylinder 
carries over from the previous 
generation. It’s connected to 
a six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion for the base CE and sporty 
S models. A four-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission is optional 
for the L, while a new continu¬ 
ously variable unit (CVT) is op¬ 
tional for the S, but standard 
on the LE and LE Eco. 

To reduce that “rubber- 
band” slippage sensation that’s 
common to many CVTs (includ¬ 
ing Toyota’s Prius hybrids), 
engineers dialed in seven arti¬ 
ficial shift points. These func¬ 
tion automatically to simulate 
the action of a regular auto¬ 
matic transmission. With the 
S model, they can be manu¬ 
ally controlled using steering- 
wheel-mounted paddles. Aside 
from using a more efficient 
engine with special variable 
valve timing, the ECO’s figures 
are achieved with the help 
of underbody panels that im¬ 
prove the car’s aerodynamics 
to reduce highway-speed fuel 
consumption. 

The starting-point Corolla 
CE, which carries a $17,600 
base price, has a split-folding 
rear seat, power windows and 
locks plus a basic four-speaker 
audio system. The LE/LE Eco 
trims include air conditioning, 
16-inch alloy wheels (15-inch 
steelies are on the CE). 

You also get a backup cam¬ 
era, remote keyless entry, 
heated front seats (power-ad¬ 
justable for the driver), touch¬ 
screen display with voice recog¬ 
nition and Bluetooth wireless 
connectivity. 

Opting for the S brings with 
it a blaclced-out grille, 17-inch 
wheels, heated outside mirrors

The front end is certainly 
a lot more aggressively 
defined with its enlarged 
lower air intake and inset 
bumper. The side intakes 
seem a bit oversized, but 
the total effect is quite 
appealing. Along with its 
mostly new shape, the Cor¬ 
olla’s more rigid platform 
supports a body that’s a 
few ticks longer and wider. 


Fuel economy 


The fuel-saving LE ECO 
model comes with a 
140-horsepower version of 
the 1.8 that’s rated at 6.5 
1/100 1cm in the city and 4.6 
on the highway, compared 
to the base engine’s 6.9/5.2 
rating with the CVT. 



and additional instrumenta¬ 
tion with customizable set¬ 
tings. 

A navigation system, power 
moonroof and push-button 
start head the fist of options, 
along with a start/stop system 
that shuts off the engine for 
short periods, such as at stop¬ 
lights or in stop-and-go traffic. 
This, of course, saves fuel. 

Despite its generally more 


athletic appearance, the Cor¬ 
olla is still a sensible people 
transporter that carries with it 
a reputation for reliability and 
quality that’s the envy of the 
industry. You’ll need to check 
elsewhere for a budget-based 
pocket rocket, but joining the 
millions of contented Corolla 
owners around the world will 
at least put you in solid com¬ 
pany.

Once used primarily in 
heavy-duty trucks, diesel is 
becoming more popular in 
passenger cars in Canada. 
Diesel engines are more ef¬ 
ficient and get better fuel 
economy, and as a result, 
have longer range on a tank 
than comparable gasoline 
engines. 

However, to meet strict 
North American emission 
standards, they require 


some extra exhaust treat¬ 
ment. Automakers use a Se¬ 
lective Catalytic Reduction 
(SCR) system. This includes 
the use of diesel exhaust 
fluid, or DEF, a pre-mixed 
solution of urea mixed with 
water, and sold under brand 
names such as AdBlue. 

“By the nature of their 
combustion process, diesel 
engines put out different 
emissions than gasoline en¬ 


gines,” says Thomas Tetzla- 
ff, public relations manager 
for Volkswagen Canada. 
“Injecting very minute 
quantities of urea cleans up 
the nitrates in the exhaust 
and allows us to reach emis¬ 
sions levels that were previ¬ 
ously impossible in a diesel 
car. All our diesels are cer¬

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planet.” 

Diesel exhaust contains 
oxides of nitrogen, or NOx, 
a compound that contrib¬ 
utes to smog. When small 
quantities of DEF are in¬ 
jected into the exhaust 
after it leaves the engine, 
it produces a chemical reac¬ 
tion that converts the NOx 
into nitrogen and water 
vapour, both of which are 
harmless. 

The DEF isn’t added to 
the fuel tank, and it doesn’t 
travel into the engine. In¬ 
stead, it’s added to a special 
reservoir, with the filler 
neck located beside the fuel 
filler, in the trunk, or under 
the hood, depending on 
the vehicle and the manu¬ 
facturer. It’s automatically 
dispensed into the exhaust 
system as needed. 

Although it’s easy for 
drivers to add their own 
fluid, manufacturers size 
the reservoir so it will gen¬ 
erally need filling at the 
same time the car is due 
for its scheduled mainten¬ 
ance, so the dealer can top

Other changes

it up at that time. “We have 
a large-capacity tank locat¬ 
ed in one of the fenders,” 
Tetzlaff says. “It’s filled up 
mostly once a year, and 
it’s no more difficult than 
adding windshield washer 
fluid, and not a lot more ex¬ 
pensive.” 

When the reservoir 
starts getting low, the 
vehicle will warn the 
driver several thousand 
kilometres in advance, 
and continue with regular 
warnings as the fluid level 
drops. If the reservoir runs 
dry, the car will continue 
to run, but once it’s shut 
off, it won’t start again 
until the DEF is replen¬ 
ished. The fluid can be pur¬ 
chased at dealerships, auto 
parts stores, and many gas 
stations.

Some used tires are lucky. 
After their vehicle days are 
over they go to a higher place 
— up on the roof, as a rubber 
roofing product from Euro¬ 
shield. 

Euroshield “shakes” and 
“shingles” are a product 
line of G.E.M. Inc. of Calgaiy 
Company founder, Hemy 
Kamphuis, was bent and de¬ 
termined to make something 
useful from the alarming and 
growing number of spent 
tires forming mini-mountain 
ranges in the landfills. Be¬ 
cause of its large volumes, he 
figured some kind of building 
material might be the ticket 
and hit upon the idea of rub¬ 
ber roofing. Euroshield gets 
the rubber in crumb form, 
from Alberta Recycling. 

“It’s like black sand 
when we get it,” says Brian 
Eberle, Euroshield’s market¬ 
ing manager, who adds that 
all the steel and nylon and 
non-rubber bits used in the 
manufacturing of the tires 
have already been weeded 
out by Alberta Recycling. The 
company’s sole manufactur¬ 
ing plant on the outskirts of 
Calgaiy, goes through in ex¬ 
cess of 20,000 pounds of the 
recycled rubber a day. 

Other companies use the 
stuff, but Eberle contends Eu-

roshield is the only one that 
makes its final product with 
such a high percentage of the 
recycled tires — 70 per cent 
versus the typical 10 per cent 
found in other products (roof¬ 
ing and otherwise). 

How many tires could be 
re-deployed to one roofing 
detail? “We tell people that 
on average, for say a 30-foot 
by 30-foot roof, they are using 
anywhere from 250 to 375 
tires.” 

Rubber is obviously a “pre¬ 
mium” roofing product. A Eu¬ 
roshield roof would typically 
cost twice as much or more 
than an asphalt roof. 

But could an asphalt shin¬ 
gle roof withstand the blow of 
a sledgehammer? 

“We actually hold a Class 
Four Impact Rating. ... It 
means the product is virtually 
bullet proof when it comes 
to hail strikes.” In the Cal- 
gaiy showroom customers 
are encouraged to slam down 
a sledgehammer as hard as 
they can on a Euroshield 
shake or slate to get a sense 
of its strength and repellency. 

“Remember, this is a rub¬ 
ber roof. When the hail hits 
it, the hail literally bounces 
off.” 

And for those who have 
too many images in their 
minds of cracked and dried 
out tires lying in the gutters 
to think a roof made of old 
tires is going to work, Eberle 
reminds us that the degrada¬ 
tion you see in old tires has 
come about because it has 
weakened around the fibres 
and cords that enabled it to 
be a tire in the first place. 
These products are not tires. 

“We re-form these pieces 
into new parts. They aren’t 
going down the highway. 
There is no metal or fibre in 
them. And for UV protection, 
there is carbon black, found 
naturally in rubber and one 
of the world’s best UV inhib¬ 
itors. Our products are ex¬ 
tremely stable.” 

The products were also 
specifically designed to look 
like, and act like current 
roofing products so they 
would be easily installed and 
embraced by the “regular” 
roofing guys.

There’s a backlit icon of a sim¬ 
mering coffee cup on the SLK’s 
control panel. 

Could it be this particular 
well-optioned roadster comes 
with its own coffee maker? 
Perhaps the symbol flashes 
intermittently whenever a Star- 
bucks comes into view? At first 
blush, it’s impossible to say, 
since the owner’s manual, a 
critical tome considering SLK’s 
techno-laden content, was no¬ 
where to be seen. 

“They’re frequently mis¬ 
sing after the cars are returned, 
so we keep them here in the 
office,” explained a Mercedes- 
Benz press-fleet overseer. 

Fortunately, an experienced 
Mercedes-Benz brand hand 
came to the rescue, appropri¬ 
ately enough while parked out¬ 
side of a Starbucks. 

After admiring the SLK from 
top to bottom, he spied the tiny 
cup-and-saucer symbol and ex¬ 
plained that it denotes “Atten¬ 
tion Assist,” which is a safety 
feature that’s programmed to 
sense certain driving behav¬ 
iours associated with fatigue 
and issues both visual and aud¬ 
ible warnings for the driver 
to take a break. The smell of 
fresh-brewed dark roast waft¬ 
ing out from the air vents could 
probably work just as well. 

Attention Assist is a fine 
idea, but it’s hard to imagine 
anyone nodding off in what is 
one of the more exciting M-B 
models on the market and the 
best SLK that the German auto¬ 
maker has devised to date. 

The SLK has steadily evolved 
since its 1997-model-year North 
American debut. The current 
generation now looks less like 
an inaccurate representation of 
its larger SL-class relation and, 
at least from the front, now 
resembles its twin. Both cars 
feature nearly identical upright 
grilles, headlight pods and ex¬ 
tended hoods, along with simi¬ 
lar retractable hard-shell roofs. 
Of course, what they don’t 
even come close to sharing is 
their respective price tags; the 
$54,300 base SLK is offered at 
about one-half the wallet hit of 
the SL. 

Of course the SLK lacks the 
SL550’s 429-horsepower twin- 
turbo V8. In fact, the base four- 
cylinder SLK250 comes with a 


201-horsepower four-cylinder. 
This matte-grey SLK350, how¬ 
ever, has a 302-horsepower V6 
and accompanying seven-speed 
automatic transmission. 

Mercedes-Benz pegs the 
roadster’s zero-to-60-m.p.h. 
(96 km/h) time at 5.4 seconds, 
which is only about a second 
off the pace of the SL. How¬ 
ever that time is more than a 
second quicker than the base 
SLK250. Nice. The warp-factor 
model of the triumvirate is the 
SLK55 AMG that receives the 
full aero kit treatment, unique 
nosepiece and fancier wheels. 
It also sends its power to the 
pavement using a 415-horse¬ 
power 5.5-litre V8 and earns 
a 4.5-second zero-to-60-m.p.h. 
time. 

Within the SLK range, 
though, the 350 has a certain 
just-right feel. Around town, 
the V6 operates in a docile 
fashion, but can quickly flex 
its muscles when a squirt of 
passing thrust is summoned, 
or when attacking a freeway 
on-ramp. The engine instantly 
clears its throat and delivers 
a distinctive and dignified 
growl, while the seven-speed 
automatic imperceptibly kicks 
down into the appropriate 
gear. The SLK makes the entire 
process seem so easy, which 
really enhances driving confi¬ 
dence. 

New for 2014, the SLK350 
and SLK55 AMG are equipped 
with stop-start. Whenever the 
car stops with the brake pedal 
depressed, the engine shuts off 
to save fuel. When the acceler¬ 
ator is touched, the engine fires 
back up. 

The best feature of the SLK 


is the open-air experience. 
To make a convertible out of 
a coupe, the trunk lid pivots 
rearward while the hard ton¬ 
neau cover flips upward and 
the two-piece roof stacks into 
its containment spot, followed 
by the trunk lid resuming its 
original position. 

The whole lowering/raising 
sideshow consumes about 20 
seconds. The test model was 
equipped with the available 
Magic Sky Control, consisting 
of a glass roof panel that chan¬ 
ges to opaque from clear with 
the flip of a switch. 

Also included is constantly 
adjusting shock-damping con¬ 
trol and a faster-acting Direct- 
Steer system that reduces by 25 
per cent the number of lock-to- 
loclc steering wheel turns. 

About the only item of con¬ 
cern was the car’s matte-finish 


Designo Glacier Grey colour 
scheme. The idea of an as-test¬ 
ed $70,000 Mercedes wearing 
what amounts to a really dull 
paint job might seem truly bi¬ 
zarre to some people, almost 
as if the car is in primer and 
awaiting a real top coat. It 
also carries a sternly worded 
missive warning of dire conse¬ 
quences should the finish ever 
be polished. 

The SLK test stretched 
into a week of mostly sunny 
skies and light Pacific Ocean- 
scented breezes on Vancouver 
Island. In other words, perfect 
sports-car weather in a part of 
the world that attracts plenty 
of them. And likely not one 
of their grinning drivers, in¬ 
cluding one SLK350 pilot in 
particular, required a cup-and- 
saucer advisoiy to keep the ad¬ 
renaline flowing.
